Artist s version of proposed city fire improvements 


The first architect’s sketch of the proposed new Lompoc Fire Department 
headquarters and station facilities was released today by the architectural 
firm of Kruger, Bensen and Ziemer of Santa Barbara. 
Voters will decide June 3 on a $500,000 bond issue to build the new 
headquarters - station, city-wide alarm system and training-test area. 
The headquarters - station will contain 13,500 square feet and is estimat­ 
ed to cost *344,700. Site work, architect fees, furnishings, landscaping and 
contingencies make up the balance of the bond issue. 
Provisions have been made in the building to house communications equip­ 
ment which F ire Chief John Baker says will “ theoretically keep functioning 
even if the building burns down.” Separate offices for the chief, assistant 
chief, fire prevention and shift captains are also in the plans. 
The second story of the building is devoted to separate recreation, living 
and eating areas. New classrooms also will be large enough to permit the de­ 
partment’s volunteers to attend many classes with regular personnel. 
Chief Baker states that the new building will provide “ more room to do 
everything - and do it the way it should be done.” 
The facility will be constructed on a city-owned lot at Maple Avenue and I 
Street with the station fronting on Maple Avenue. 


Nixon s San Clemente 
estate may house library 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The White House 
has issued a financial statement placing 
President Nixon’s worth at $596,000. It 
also announced establishment of a non­ 
profit foundation to build a library and 
museum to house the papers of the Nixon 
presidency. 
Site of the library was not disclosed 
but tests were being made at Nixon’s re­ 
cently purchased estate in San Clemente, 
Calif., to determine if that location would 
be suitable, spokesmen said. 
The financial statement revealed that 
Nixon received $326,000 for selling his 
eight-room apartment in New York City. 
The figure represented a $64,000 profit 
over what Nixon paid for the property 
in 1963. 
He agreed to pay about $340,000 in­ 
cluding a $100,000 down payment, for 
five acres of the San Clemente proper­ 
ty and its 10-room Spanish style resi­ 
dence. The remaining 11 acres will be 
held in trust for security reasons until a 
buyer can be found. That buyer may be 
the library foundation. 
The statement said Nixon has assets 
of $980,400 and a liability of $383,500 
for a net worth of $596,000. Most of the 
assets 
were listed as cash, from the 
apartment sale and from the sale of Nix­ 
on's shares in Fishers’ Island Inc., 
a development on an island in Biscayne

While space agency physicians looked 
over the astronauts, ground crews read­ 
ied the 36-story combination of the 
Saturn 5 booster rocket and the Apollo 
10 spacecraft for a blastoff at 12:49 
p.m. EDT Sunday. First steps in the 
5J/2 day countdown consisted of hooking 
up explosive devices to the rocket and 
spacecraft. 
The preliminary part of the count­ 
down began on schedule at midnight.

Nixon readies 
talk; Lodge

WASHINGTON (UPI)— On the eve of 
his report to the nation on Vietnam, Pres­ 
ident Nixon today summoned Henry Cabot 
Lodge home from the Paris peace talks 
for new instructions. 


The White House announced the Pres­ 
ident will address the nation at 10 p.m. 
EDT Wednesday by radio and television 
to give his views on the prospects of 
ending the war. 
The White House said consultations 
with Lodge are designed to determine 
“ how to proceed in the Paris talks in 
light of the President’s speech.” 
Lodge, the Chief U.S. negotiator at 
the Paris talks, will arrive in Wash­ 
ington Wednesday afternoon and will 
return to Paris Thursday morning, a 
Nixon aide*said. 


Lodge’s visit comes just two days 
after Nixon's first face to face meet­ 
ing with his field commander in Viet­ 
nam, Gen. Creighton W. Abrams. 
Abrams met with Nixon and top Ad­ 
ministration defense officials Monday 
during a 24-hour visit to Washington 
He returned to Saigon Monday after­ 
noon.

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night denied zoning for a proposed con­ 
valescent home; rejected a bid for per­ 
mission to construct a dog kennel; and 
declined to go along with a proposal to 
seat 
a 
city 
councilman 
on the 
commission’s architectural board of re­ 
view. 
On the plus side the commission gave 
its approval to the development of a new 
county headquarters for the Housing 
Authority to be located adjacent to Lom­ 
poc Post office at 901 W. Ocean Ave. 
The project will cost about $160,000 
according to Richard Mires, Jr., ex­ 
ecutive director of Housing Authority 
of Santa Barbara County. Mires and 
architect Pierre Cleayssens appeared 
before the commission to explain the 
details. 
Construction will 
begin im­ 
mediately, according to Mires. 


The commissioners voted to deny 
a bid by Harley Craig for Commercial 
Office zoning to build a convalescent 
home north of Walnut Avenue and be­ 
tween Third and Fourth Streets, and 
as part of the motion recommended that 
the council rezone the residential land 
to Planned Development. The PD zoning 
would give the commission more con­ 
trol over the development. 
The commission acted after protests 
against the CO zoning by John C.Singer, 
322 N. Third St.- Robert E. Hough, 301 
N. Poppy St.; Philip La Point, 1205 
E. Walnut Ave.; and David J. Herber, 
1200 E. Chestnut Ave. 
Hough told the commission if he could 
be assured that an old people’s home 
would be built, he wouldn’t object. Most 
of the prospecters expressed concern 
for a portion of the northerly section 
of the parcel which Craig indicated would 
be vacant for the present. His develop­ 
ment was planned for the portion front­ 
ing on Walnut Avenue. 


A bid by Don Speight for permission 
to build a dog kennel at 305 N. Second 
St., failed when the commissioners voted 
2-2 for denial. A number of adjacent 
property owners opposed the request 
Singer told the commission; “ We have 
a gravel pit during the day, bongo drums 
all night— this dog kennel would be more 
than we could take.” 
Speight told the commission that he 
planned to build a modern kennel with 
proper screening and other provisions 
for sanitation and control of sound. Some 
of the protesters, however, argued that 
the 
odor 
from the kennel would be 
offensive. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-President Nix­ 
on asked Congress today to modify Se­ 
lective Service laws, including revers­ 
ing the order of induction to take young­ 
est instead of oldest men first. 
The President said he was proposing 
the changes “ so that a young man would 
become less vulnerable rather than more 
vulnerable to the draft as he grows old­ 
er.” He proposed to make 
19-year- 
olds the first eligible. 
In a message to the House and Sen­ 
ate, Nixon said he was proposing the 
changes as an interim method of “ limit­ 
ing the disruption caused by the sys­ 
tem.” 
He said he still hoped ultimately to in­ 
stall his plan for all-volunteer armed 
forces 
— which would eliminate the 
draft entirely — when world conditions 
become more stable. 
House Republican l eader Gerald R. 
Ford said, following a meeting by Nixon 
with GOP congressional leaders, that he 
felt lawmakers would approve the Nixon 
plan. Ford said it would “ remove some 
uncertainties that hang over the heads” 
of draft-age men now — those between 
19 and 26. 
During the first year of the plan, the 
prime age group would include all eligi­ 
ble men from 19 to 26 not otherwise de­ 
ferred or exempted, so that no one would 
escape vulnerability simply because of 
the transition. 
Nixon’s proposals call for designating 


a prime group of 19-year-olds as a pool 
of draft-eligibles for each consecutive 
12-month period. 
Those within the pool would be select­ 
ed for the draft on a random basis. A 
Selective Service year would be estab­ 
lished each year, not necessarily coin­ 
ciding with the calendar year, and those 
in the draft pool would take their place 
in the draft sequence in the same order 
that their birthdays come up on this 
scrambled calendar. 
Those receiving deferments or exemp­ 
tions would reenter the sequence at the 
time their deferment or exemption ex­ 
pired, at the same place they were ori­ 
ginally assigned. 
The draft law passed in 1967 bar red the 
government 
from 
instituting a 
lot­ 
tery without approval of Congress. But 
it gave 
the executive branch authori­ 
ty to reverse the order of Induction, to 
take the youngest instead of oldest first. 
Under the Nixon plan, a 19-year-old 
who was not taken in the one-year max­ 
imum exposure period apparently could 
be fairly sure of escaping the draft, ex­ 
cept for a national emergency. 
“ In my judgment, a fair system is 
one which randomizes by lot the order of 
selection,” the President said in his 
message to Congress. 
Ford said the chief advantage of the 
plan was that it would eliminate the un­ 
certainty draft age youngsters have to 
face. 


School board airs complaints 


over long construction delays 


A potential legal snarl is brewing be­ 
tween the school board and a building 
contractor because of delays in com­ 
pleting the district’s central adminis­ 
tration headquarters on North A Street. 
Sketchy details of the dispute were 
touched on briefly yesterday during a 
special school board meeting. 
School Superintendent Glen Wegner 
told the trustees the M L. Strate Con­ 
struction Co., was now almost seven 
months behind schedule and occupancy 
of the new structure is still some 
weeks away. The construction company 
could be liable for $100 a day penal­ 
ty lor each day the construction has run 
beyond mid October of last year, Weg­ 
ner said. Such penalty clauses are writ­ 
ten into most public building contracts 
Officials of the company could have 
valid reasons for some of the delay 
but thus far have not asked for any 
time extensions, according to Wegner. 
He said the district had communicated 
with Strate, without success. 
The lengthy delay has proved to be 
more of a nuisance than it has an ex­ 
pense, but the district will still be 
out ¿j&yment for the increased number 
of building inspections. No estimate of 
this cost was given. The Strate company 


could not be reached immediately for 
comment. 
The breakdown of communications be­ 
tween the contractor and the school dis­ 
trict has not been the only problem. 
Wegner told the trustees that some 
60 downspouts which carry water from 
the roof of the administration building 
had been so designed as to drop the wa­ 
ter 12 to 14 feet through space. The 
drop of the falling water during the re­ 
cent rains caused the mud to spatter 
up against the walls of the building 
Wegner said. The problem < an be cor­ 
rected, according to Wegner, but lie of­ 
fered no solutions 


Earlier this year there was the prob­ 
lem of delivery on key wall panels and 
when they did arrive and were put into 
place they 
leaked. The problem was 
later corrected, he noted. 
District officials expect delivery on 
some of the new furniture by Friday 
of this week and much of the balance 
by July 1. Despite the problems, how­ 
ever, the officials hope to hold the first 
meeting in June in the administration 
building’s new board room. 
Settlement of the dispute with Strate 
is still In the future.

admits role 


in Fortas case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Nixon 
Administration has confirmed it played 
i part in the heightening controversy 
over Supreme Court Justice Abe For­ 
tas’ relationship with financier Louis 
E. Wolf son. 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell confirmed 
Monday he went to Chief Justice Earl 
Warren in his chambers “ to inform him 
of certain information” about Fortas. 
The kind of activity by the executive 
branch in relation to the affairs of a 
justice is believed unprecedented, at 
least in modern times, according to 
court observers. 


White House Press Secretary Ronald 
Ziegler said President Nixon had dis­ 
cussed the Fortas case with Mitchell 
and 
had been kept informed “ on all 
matters.” Ziegler said, however, “ to 
draw the conclusion that the President 
is directly or immediately relating to 
Justice Fortas is wrong.” 
The Justice Department refused to 
elaborate on the Mitchell-Warren meet­ 
ing beyond the seven-line statement it 
issued. There was no explanation of 
what Mitchell meant by “ certain infor­ 
mation.” 


Former Atty. Gen Ramsey Clark, how­ 
ever said that when he left office Jan. 
20, “ there was nothing in the Justice 
Department files I know of.” Clark is 
the son of a retired justice who sat on 
the bench with Fortas. 
Clark also said he was aware Life 
magazine was planning to publish an 
article critical of the Fortas-Wolfson 
relationship, but he said Life did not 
contact him “ directly or indirectly.”

Survivor of Honda disaster visits 
Lompoc 46 years after famed event

Nearly 46 years ago seven 
U.S. Navy destroyers out of a 
flotilla of 18 ran aground off 
Pt. Honda with the loss of 23 
lives— this week one of the 
survivors returned to Lompoc. 
E.B. (for Etheridge Burns) 
Palmer, who will be 65 next 
month, traveled here from his 
home in St. Paul, Minn., to 
revisit the scene of the dis­ 
aster. During his visit he pre­ 
sented Cottage Hospital with an 
u n u su a l p h o to g ra p h o f the w at­ 
ery 
tragedy, ¡ujid visited the 
Record to exp ress his thanks 
to all those who aided the vic­ 
tim s. 
Palmer 
and 
hundreds of 
fellow navymen were treated 
at the Santa Barbara hospital 
after being pulled from the 
pounding surf. Palmer himself 
was treated for cut feet suff­ 
ered wtien he scrambled over 
the jagged rocks. He was lucky— 
three of the men aboard his ship 
the U.S.S. Delphi died. 
The Delphi and six other des­ 
troyers ran aground off the point 
on Sept. 8 or 9, 1923. It was 
the greatest naval disaster in 
this nation’s history up to that 
time. 
Palmer is now masonry sup­ 
ervisor for Minnesota Mining 
and Manufacturing Co., in St. 
Paul, Minn. His memory of the 
sea tragedy is undimmed by the 
years. 
Palmer had enlisted in the 
Navy at 16 by lying about his 
age. At the time of the dis­ 
aster he was 18 and a coxswain 
on the Delphi, flagship of the 
flotilla. He recalls that he was 
sleeping on a cot, topside when 
disaster struck. It was night, 
and a black one as Palmer re­ 
calls. Suddenly he found himself 
on the steel deck and things 
were happening that weren’t 
supposed to happen. 
A naval court of enquiry sift­ 
ed the facts. Palmer recalls that 
the navigator aboard his ship the 
Delphi took a large measure 
of the blame along with the 
flagship’s skipper. 
Officers of the flotilla had 
ordered a 90 degree left tack 
thinking they were at a position 
som e m iles from Pt. Honda. 
The tragedy resulted. 
But on that dark and cold 
night in September 1923 Pal­ 
mer and his fellow crewmen 
were flung into the water or 
dragged down by the m assive 
hulls before they knew what 
was happening. 
Palmer recalls that his first 
thought 
was 
that 
the boiler 
aboard the Delphi had exploded. 
He had no time for casual spec­ 
ulation, however. 
The Delphi rested on its side 
long enough for the crewmen to 


reach the rocks along the shore. 
Others were not so lucky. The 
U.S.S. Young went down in less 
than two minutes, according to 
Palmer. 
Palmer 
recalls scrambling 
up the rocky surf until he saw 
a man carrying a lantern. The 
man directed him to a small 
shed or shanty near the water’s 
edge. 
Soon he was joined by 
other crewmen and a short time 
later 
a 
Southern 
Pacific 
passenger 
train 
took 
them 
aboard for the trip to the hos­ 
pital. 
by that time hundreds of Valley 
residents had arrived on 
the 
scene and were carrying out 
rescue operations. One of the 
first to arrive was the late 
Ronald Adam, publisher anded- 
itor of the Record. 
Adam described the scene of 
horror in a lengthy story in 
the Sept. 14 issu e of his news­ 
paper. The Record was a week­ 
ly paper at the time and the 
harrowing on the scene story 
had to wait a week before it 
could reach a shocked public.

By United P ress International 
Sit-ins by sem inarians and a 
sleepout

marked a series of university 
protests across the nation. An 
early morning narcotics raid at

Brook campus touched 
off violence by other students.

ed 14 students on charges of

narcotics,

students gathered around the 
police cars. As the cars rolled 
off, som e of the students stoned 
them. There were no injuries, 
police said. 
The students touched off a 
series of sm all fires, mostly in 
rubbish, but one was reported 
in the school infirmary. About 
250 police took up positions 
outside the campus to prevent

considers judges, juries 


To an overflow crowd, Paul Winslow 
amused and enlightened local artists and 
the 
public 
during 
his 
program on 
“ Judges, 
Juries 
and 
Art Judging,” 
last week in the multi-purpose room of 
the Lompoc Public Library. Featured 
were various works of art which have 
been purchase awards made by the Al­ 
lan Hancock College from the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Fair over a perod cover­ 
ing the last five years. 
Winslow stated that his own work is In­ 
fluenced by Rennaisance drawing com­ 
bined with flat elements of design mixed 
with three-dimensional objects. 
“ An art show’s goals,” stated Win­ 
slow, “ are an effort by artists to give 
the community a chance to compare lo­ 
cal artists’ 
efforts with those of the 
works being produced throughout the 
nation. It is used as an educational 
tool besides 
raising the appreciation 
of art within the community.” 
The decision of whether to feature a 
single judge or a panel can be influenced 
by cost, size of show and background of 
judges available. 
A panel of judges 
gives both artists and the public, in 
most cases, a selection of compromises 
on the choice of art work displayed and 
the choice of awards. 
“ By and large,” said Winslow, “ most 
judges are concerned with the content 
of a picture.” This, rather than the 
technique, 
composition or handling of 
subject matter. 
Judges will be more 
severe in their juding of the work of 
professionals over that of amateurs or 
advanced am ateurs. 
Winslow suggested 
that 
nine out of 
ten artists fail in trying to outguess 
what may attract judges. An artist msub- 
mitting work to an exhibit for judging 
will fare much better by selecting what 
he thinks represents his best. 
Judges should use three main goals 
according to Winslow. Historical — how 
the work compares to past movements in 
art; Reaction — how they, the judges, re­ 
act to the work on a sensory level; Tra­ 
ditional — in which a value is establish-

Detachment 1 wrestles with details 
of $125 million aerospace contracts

Missilemen from 9 SAC bases begin 
arriving at VAF6 for competition 


The 
Strategic 
Air 
Com­ 
mand’s 
top 
missilemen will 
begin arriving here May 16for 
a week of competition to deter­ 
mine “the best of the best’’ 
among the men who man SAC’s 
operational 
missile force at 
nine different bases scattered 
across the Mid-West. 
The 
1969 Missile Combat 
Competition will get underway 
on May 17 with opening cere­ 
monies and close on May 24 
with the awards presentation. 
Top prize in the competition 
will be the Blanchard perpetual 
trophy, 
presented to the mis­ 
sile wing which accumulates the 
greatest 
number 
of points 
among its combat crews and 
maintenance personnel during 
the competition. Unit and-or in­ 
dividual trophies will also be 
presented to the top wings, 
crews 
and 
maintenance per­ 
sonnel for both the Minuteman 
and Titan II weapon systems. 
Winner of the Blanchard T ro 
phy in SAC’s 
first Missile 
Combat 
competition, held 
in 
1967, 
was the 351st Strategic 
Missile Wing, Whiteman AFB, 
Mo. 
Each of SAC’s nine missile 
wings - three Titan II and six 
Minuteman — is sending two 
missile combat crews and a 
maintenance team to the com­ 
petition. 
Missiles will not be launched 
as part of the competition. In­ 
stead, missile combat crews 
will match their skills in elec­ 
tronic, 
compuerized 
simula­ 
tors called 
Missile 
Proced­ 
ures Trainers. These are vir­ 
tually identical 
to the opera­ 
tional launch control centers at 
the combat - ready missile bas­ 
es. 
Each missile combat crew 
will be evaluated on three exer­ 
cises in the trainer, with the 
score from each exercise com­ 
bined for their final rating. To 


assure clearly defined winners, 
competition judges will rate 
each crew against pre-tested 
standards. Not only the accura­ 
cy with which a task is com­ 
pleted, but also the speed, pre­ 
cision 
and 
professionalism 
demonstrated by the crew while 
accomplishing each task will 
determine 
final 
scores and 
competition standings. 
Missile maintenance teams 
will only have one opportunity 
to show that they are the best 
in SAC, while bringing a mis­ 
sile to “ ready to launch’' sta­ 
tus just as they do at their home 
bases. 
The re-entry 
members of 
each maintenance team will in­ 
stall a training re-entry vehi­ 
cle. Their speed and proficien­ 
cy, while complying with the 
numerous technical and safety 
requirements inherent in such 
a task, will be measured to de­ 
termine their standing in the 
competition. 
The ordnance personnel on 
each maintenance team will in­ 
stall the device so vital to the 
missile in performing the intri­ 
cate maneuvers in space as it 
speeds to the target. 
Combat targeting teams 
for the Minuteman ICBM align­ 
ment teams for the Titan II will 
be responsible for assuring that 
their 
missile 
is located pre­ 
cisely and that this location, 
through a series of highly tech­ 
nical 
procedures, 
is 
incor­ 
porated into the missile guid­ 
ance system. 
The competition will be con­ 
ducted by Yandenberg’s 3901st 
Strategic 
Missile 
Evaluation 
Squadron. 
Col. J. D. Lander, 
3901st commander, will serve 
as the competition commander. 
The 3901st will have responsi­ 
bility for monitoring and scor­ 
ing the competition exercises 
and conducting the opening and 
closing ceremonies. 


In addition to the competi­ 
tors, 
numberous wing, num­ 
bered Air Force and SAC proj­ 
ect officers and senior officers 
will be attending the competi­ 
tion. Headquarters for the event 
will be at the Missile View Com­ 
munity 
Center, which will be 
closed to normal 
activities 
during the competition. 
Designed to increase SAC's 
overall ability to deter general 
war, the SAC Missile Combat 
Competition is designed to car­ 
ry out four primary objectives: 
Increase recognition of out­ 
standing personnel and missile 
wings. 
Promote 
exchange of pro­ 
fessional information between 
personnel from all SAC missile 
units. 
Refine, 
wherever possible, 
present operations and main­ 
tenance procedures and tech­ 
niques. 
Enhance 
esprit 
de corps 
throughout 
the 
SAC missile 
force. 


According to Webster, a con­ 
tract is “an agreement, legal­ 
ly enforceable, between two or 
more persons todosomething.” 
While Webster makes it sound 
simple enough, the management 
of aerospace 
contracts total­ 
ling $125 million is no simple 
task. In fact, it is a full time 
job for 125 civilian and 11 mil­ 
itary personnel of Detachment 1 
of the Air Force Contract Man­ 
agement 
Division at 
Yan- 
denberg AFB. 
Commanded 
by 
Lt. 
Col. 
Fred Clemovitz, Detachment 1 
is responsible for the contract 
management of Air Force Sys­ 
tems Command weapons sys­ 
tems and space programs con­ 
tractors on Yandenberg AFB. 
In short, they manage re­ 
search and development con­ 
tracts with virtually every con­ 
tractor in today’s missile and 
space business. The roster of 
Detachment 1 contractors in­ 
cludes such giants in the aero­ 
space industry as: General Dy­ 
namics - Convair, 
Martin- 
Marietta, 
Western 
Electric, 
Boeing, 
Douglas, 
Lockheed, 
General 
Electric, 
Rocket- 
dyne, 
Federal 
Electric 
and 
many, many others. 
“ Our job in a nutshell is to 
buy services and products from 
contractors,” 
explains Col. 
Clemovitz. 
“ The important 
part of the job is to get the most 
for the government’s dollar. 
This means that a great deal of 
our effort involves inspection 
and evaluation of the contract­ 
or’s products and work meth­ 
ods.” 
To do this job, Detachment 1 
is broken down into three main 
divisions: 
Contract Adminis­ 
tration, Quality Assurance, and 
Production Administration. 
The Contract Administration 
Division is the focal point of the 
operation. 
Out 
of this divi­ 
sion an Administrative 
Con­ 
tracting Officer is assigned to 
each and every contract han­ 
dled by the Detachment. 
“ This man heads the con­ 
tract team,” says Col. Clemo­ 
vitz. 
He represents 
the gov­ 
ernment in all dealings with the 
contractor. 
Each Contracting 
Officer has a warrant which en­ 
titles him to act for the gov­ 
ernment. 
Due to the number 
of con­ 
tracts handled by the Detach­ 
ment, he must be an expert on 
more than one contract at a 
lime. For example, the Detach­ 
ment presently has three con­ 
tracting officers assigned to 
handled 137 contracts and sub­ 
contracts. Once the contractor 
has completed his work, only 
the contracting officer can sign 
for the government indicating 
that the term s of the contiact 
have been met. 
Just as someone buyinganew 
car wants good quality for his 
dollars, so too, the contracting 
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officer 
wants 
good quality 
for the dollars he spends for the 
government. With the tremen­ 
dous number and complexity of 
aerospace contracts, he needs 
assistance in administering his 
contracts. This is where the 
Quality Assurance Division and 
the Production Administration 
Division come into play. 
The Quality Assurance Divi­ 
sion. with 88 
people, is the 
largest Division in Detachment 
1 and has responsibility for the 
quality of work done by the 
contractor. Experts in techni­ 
cal areas such as electronics, 
mechanical 
engineering, 
hy­ 
draulic and fuel systems, these 
men 
possess 
the technical 
knowledge to evaluate the con­ 
tractor’s 
performance. Since 
the Contracting Officer cannot 
possibly be an expert in the rap­ 
idly changing and highly sophis­ 
ticated technology- of the aero­ 
space business, he must rely on 
Quality Assurance inspectors 
to pass judgement on this aspect 
of the contractor’s work. 
“ It’s 
an 
immense task,” 
states Col. Clemovitz. 
“ Our 
Quality Assurance people are 
out in the field day-to-day with 
the contractor. With offices at 
launch sites, 
test 
facilities 
and missile assembly areas, 
these people work shoulder-to- 
shoulder with the contractor.” 
If the contractor must work 
overnight or on weekends, so 
will the Quality Assurance man. 
He surveys and evaluates con­ 
tractor performance every step 
of the way. In this manner he 
can keep the Contracting Offi­ 
cer informed of the contrac­ 
tor’s day to day progress. Rap­ 
id technological advances and 
continually changing test objec­ 
tives force the Quality Assur­ 
ance inspector to do his home­ 
work. 
The job of Detachment l ’s 
Quality Assurance Division is 
further 
complicated 
by the 
sheer size of Yandenberg AFF. 
Contractor work locations are 
dispersed over 98,400 acres. 
Tbe Quality Assurance man 
may have to witness a test on 
north Yandenberg in the morn­ 
ing and be on south Yandenberg 
later in the day to view the in­ 
stallation of hew equipment. 
“ Their importance cannot be 
overemphasized, 
since 
they 
are the people who certify that 
the contractor is doing 
the 
job; according to the contract,” 
explains Col. Clemovitz. 
On the other hand, the Pro­ 
duction Division h e l^ the Con­ 
tracting 
Officer by keeping 
track of government property 
which the contractor has in his 
possession. 
Contractors 
have 
varying 
amounts of government proper­ 
ty, sometimes up to $150 mil­ 
lion. The contractor is furnish­ 
ed with government equipment 
so that he doesn’t have to spend 
money to buy items the govern­ 
ment already has. This would 
only drive up the price of mili­ 
tary procurement. 
This 
equipment 
includes 
items 
as common as desks, 
chairs and typewriters to such 
uncommon 
items as launch 
consoles and data processing 
equipment. It 
may include all 
types of supplies, from type­ 
writer 
ribbons 
to computer 
tapes. The Property Branch 
must keep close tabs on all such 
equipment. 
“ In case of loss or damage 
to 
government 
property, 
production 
representatives 
must make a complete investi­ 
gation for the Contracting Offi­ 
cer to determine liability and 
responsibility,” says the Colo- 
nel. 
The Production Division also 
has a big job to do once a con­ 
tract is completed. They have 
to find new uses for the gov­ 
ernment property the contrac­ 
tor 
had 
been 
using. 
It’s 
their responsibility to see that 
such equipment receives wide 
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advertising for use by other 
government agencies. TTiis is a 
bigger job than it might seem. 
For example, last year the 
Detachment had to redistribute 
35,113 
different 
types 
of 
items totalling $18,439,329' If 
the Detachment 
fails to find a 
new user for an item, it is then 
sent to the base Redistribu­ 
tion and Marketing. 
Another 
aspect to the I’r o 
duction Division is the work 
done by the Industrial Manage­ 
ment Branch. Experienced In­ 
dustrial Specialists and Kngi- 
neers evaluate cost proposals 
submitted by contractors. Fhev 
determine the best estimate in 
term s of material and labor 
cost and arrive at the govern­ 
ment’s position. 
These 
three divisions 
add 
up to a team of military and ci­ 
vilian 
personnel 
working to­ 
gether to manage 
vital aero­ 
space contracts. 
“ Special mention should be 
made of our junior officers who 
shoulder 
a great deal of the 
work and responsibility for the 
team effort,” comments 
Col. 
Clemovitz. 
While the men and women of 
Detachment 1 may never pins- 
ically work on a missile or give 
the 
signal 
to 
launch, their 
efforts culminate in the final 
test and acceptance of complete 
Ballistic 
Weapon 
and Space 
Systems. 
Enzyme find 
may aid 
health 
LONDON 
(UPI)—Scientists at 
the 
Weizmann 
Institute 
in 
Israel 
have 
discovered 
a 
possible new weapon in the war 
against disease which may Ik* 
of particular value now that 
many of the organisms which 
attack 
man are 
becoming 
resistant to antibiotics. 
A research team headed by 
Prof. Aharon Katzir-Katchalsky 
and Dr. Eitan Lahav has found 
that treatment of milk-casem 
with suitable enzymes produ< es 
substances 
which 
strengthen 
the 
body’s 
defenses against 
infectious diseases. 
The 
new 
compounds are 
called “ caseidins” and diffei 
from each other according to 
the type of milk from w!u< h 
they 
are 
derived. 
In 
the 
experiments 
the researchers 
used milk from cows, sheep 
and gazelles. Since they are 
produced 
from 
a 
natural 
foodstuff of mammalian origin 
they are norv-toxic and can be 
injected without harm into the 
body of mammals, the institute 
said. 
There will have to lie many 
more experiments before the 
substances can be safely tested 
on ailing humans but exper­ 
iments with mice, sheep, guinea 
pigs and rabbits were describ' d 
as very promising. 
“ Although the mechanism of 
the caseidins is still unknown, it 
is to be assumed that it is 
among 
the 
agents 
which 
stimulate 
the 
body’s 
own 
natural immunity in its strug­ 
gle 
against 
paristic 
micro* 
organisms,” the institute said. 
“ The caseidins are not antibio­ 
tics, which destroy bacteria in 
the 
test 
tube, 
but 
rT ie r 
compounds 
activating 
the 
body’s own defenses.” 
Dr. Mic',iel Canaan, of the 
government veterinary servi­ 
ces, conducted what the insti­ 
tute termed “ n e most !i

Cronin says 
it was because the umpires were 
repeatedly reported “incompe­ 
tent.” Salerno says it was be­ 
cause they led an attempt to 
form a union - like organiza­ 
tion for umpires in the Amer­ 
ican League. 
Because of this basic dis­ 
agreement, the umpires’ attor­ 
neys have asked the NLRB to 
step in. The NLRB, meanwhile, 
has not yet decided whether 
it will consider the case. 
So, A1 Salerno waits. 
“ I’m just about fed up, too. 
It’s been over seven months 
now. 
I want to find out if I’m 
going to get back in. 
I have 
to supj>ort 
my family some 
way.” 
Salerno, 38, umpired in the 
American 
League 
for seven 
years. Valentine, 
36, 
was a 
six-year veteran. 
“ I’ve been offered a job in 
the International League,” Sal­ 
erno says, “but I can’t accept 
it. It would be lowering per­ 
sonal standards. Anyway, I feel 
I’d be betraying Bill Valentine 
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if I took it.” 
While Salerno waits, Valen­ 
tine is doing play-by-play broad­ 
casts for a minor league team. 
“I think he’s with the Arkan­ 
sas Travelers,” Salerno says. 
“At least he's keeping busy.” 
Meanwhile, back in the ma­ 
jors, the scene has changed. 
Ironically, an organization* ail­ 
ed The Major League Umpires 
Association was formed during 
the winter. It is not unlike the 
group Salerno and Valentine had 
in mind. 
“It wasn’t really a union,” 
said Salerno, “ just an organiza­ 
tion. Without it, we had no rep­ 
resentation at all. I think ev­ 
ery group, regardless of what 
they do, ought to have some 
kind of representation.” 
American League umpires, 
it was disclosed last year, earn­ 
ed considerably less than Na­ 
tional League umpires — an av­ 
erage deficit of almost $4,000 
per man. 
With the coming of the new 
umpires’ organization, Ameri­ 
can League salaries were ele­ 
vated and are now comparable 
to the National League salar­ 
ies, the baseball commission­ 
e r ’s office said recently. The 
average 
umpire 
now makes 
about $17,000, plus travel ex­ 
penses.

Everyone else seem s to have a 
peace plan these days, so I 
thought I would devise one, too. 
I 
call 
mine 
“ World Peace 
through Poverty.” 
It is based on the premise 
that if we can’t achieve a dis­ 
armament agreement with t h e 
Russians by negotiation, maybe 
we can do it by bankruptcy. 
My plan, I’ll confess, is not 
entirely original. I got at least 
the 
term of the idea from 
Richard M. Helms, director of 
the Central intelligence Agency 
(CIA). 
May End Arms Race 
Helms is reported to have 
told 
a 
meeting of business 
leaders at Hot Springs, Va., 
that money-or rather, the lack 
of it—may end the arms rar e 
between the United States and 
Russia. 
He was quoted as saying that 
“ the future costs of adequate 
defense may well prove impos­ 
sible for both nations to bear.” 
It promptly occurred to me 
that 
the 
CIA may have been 
taking the wrong approach in 
seeking to determine what the 
Soviet Unions military capabili­ 
ties are. 
Our 
agents 
might 
better 
spend 
their 
time 
trying to 
determine the Soviets’ financial 
capabilities. 
Let us say, for example, that 
U.S. spy ships cruising off the 
Russian coast ascertain that 
the 
Soviets 
are 
capable of

The doctors cited statistics

A distinct feeling of frustration is being built up among 
local civic leaders and others over events of the past two 
weeks affecting the vital Lompoc Narrows Dam project. There 
is increasing concern that our duly elected representatives are 
delaying, if not dodging, this important issue. 
What amounts to being disenfranchised is the feeling thousands 
of Lompoc area residents are developing when 
they 
read 
that Richard Henning, member of the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District, voted against the project last 
week, and another member, Charles Sudden, showed his lack 
of interest by failing to vote either yes or no. 
Today, several thousand Lompoc residents have signed 
petitions asking for our dam and many thousands more will 
be signed up as circulation of petitions continue. More than 
90 per cent support of the petition is expected. 
Despite this, two of the three district members who rep­ 
resent major parts of our city and valley, turn their backs on 
the expressed 
wishes 
and 
desires of their constituents. 
Virgil Phelps, our third area member, has remained stead­ 
fast in his support of the project. 
C ritics say that Richard Henning is representing only him­ 
self. Critics also say that Charles Sudden isn’t even represent­ 
ing himself. Being an elective official bears with it the re s­ 
ponsibility, about all others, to represent theinajorityopinions

of the electorate. Certainly the public statements of our city 
officials and civic leaders, together with the evidence of the 
petitions, give our district representatives a fair sampling 
of what their constituents want. 
Lompoc area residents want this dam. They want this dam 
for flood control purposes, as protection of our city, our rich 
valley farm land and particularly for the protection of Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base and its m issile capabilities. They want 
this dam for the delightful recreational area it prom ises to 
be, together with wildlife preserves and sport fishing. Most 
importantly, they want this dam to permit the future economic 
growth of our community which otherwise faces an overdraft 
of underground water within a few years. 
The dam is needed as soon as possible. Water from the 
state water project is many years away from our Lompoc 
Valley and by the time it does get here, it will also be needed to 
sustain the growth of this area. None of the coastal water­ 
shed should drain into the ocean. Every drop must be captured 
for our growing needs. 
Along with thousands of constituents, we ask you Mr. Hen­ 
ning and Mr. Sudden, to fulfill the pledge of your election to 
represent us on the district board. 
You will have this opp­ 
ortunity at your meeting May 20.

County housing studied 


Attention is being focused once more 
on the picture of substandard housing 
in the unincorporated areas of the coun­ 
ty. 
The County Planning Commission has 
set a public hearing June 11 at 10 a.m. 
in the County Engineering Building to 
discuss the newly-published housing ele­ 
ment of the county general plan. 
The Santa Barbara session will be the 
first big move — following the housing 
survey that took in county areas but not 
cities — toward implementation of the 
housing element which will follow its 
adoption by the Board of Supervisors. 
Santa Maria area, which has public 
housing facilities, and Goleta area, which 
does not, have the highest number of sub­ 
standard houses, the survey shows. 
Of 831 substandard houses noted dur­ 
ing the survey, 
Santa 
Maria 
Valley 
had 196 and Goleta Valley 162 at the 
time of the count during the past year. 
Santa Maria has 69 public housing units 
in operation, while inGoleta Valley a $1.1 
million housing project for low-income 
families is being held up by court ac­ 
tion seeking to void rezoning of a five- 
acre Goleta parcel where Goleta Valley 
Housing Committee, Inc. hoped to place 
75 families now in substandard homes 
in and about the valley. 
Planning Director Herbert H. Divel- 
biss said the new housing element must 
be adopted by July 1 of this year so that 
the county will have an adequate gen­ 
eral plan under which state and federal 
grants can be made in relation. 
In addition to Santa Maria and Goleta 
Valley areas, the totals of substandard 
homes counted in other county areas are 
as follows:

The concentration of Goleta 
Valley 
units were noted in the town of Goleta, 
South Fairview Ave. area, South Turn­ 
pike Rd. area, El Sueno Tract, and Isla 
Vista. 
In Santa Maria Valley, 
units were 
counted in Sisquoc, 
Garey, 
Los Ala­ 
mos, 
Orcutt. 
Two 
groups 
seemed 
to predominate as being occupants: oil 
workers and argiculturt! workers. 
Housing which does not provide safe 
and adequate 
shelter is termed sub­ 
standard. 
Over 90 per cent of the apparent sub­ 
standard 
housing observed in the sur­ 
vey is capable 
of being rehabilitat­ 
ed by the owner, the report shows. In 
some cases deficiency is small such as 
lack of screens, 
need of paint, or an 
accumulation 
of trash. In other cases, 
major 
deficiencies 
exist 
in roofing, 
wiring, or foundation work. 
Methods of eliminating substandard 
housing under the so-called Workable 
Program as a part of the housing ele­ 
ment program 
include rental housing 
for low and moderate income families, 
housing construction and rehabilitation 
in urban renewal 
areas, 
rent supple­ 
ment program, loans to local housing 
authorities for public housing, 
urban 
renewal 
projects 
loans 
and grants, 
low Interest loans and grants for re­ 
habilitating properties. 


Also, the Workable Program which is 
a prerequisite 
of the Federal govern­ 
ment to its participation, includes grants 
to assist in code enforcement, grants 
for demolition of unsafe structures, gen­ 
eral 
neighborhood renewal planning, 
community 
renewal 
program grants, 
loans for housing the elderly. 
Existing public housing facilities in 
the county 
showed 579 units, and 878 
unfilled applications. 
Thus, 
to fill all 
the applications for public housing would 
require 1,457 units. 
These include Guadalupe 
Gardens, 
Guadalupe, 
56 
existing 
units, 20 
unfilled 
applications; 
Santa 
Maria, 
69 units, 188 unfilled applications; Lom­

Lompoc and Santa Maria 
areas were left with a housing surplus 
after Vandenberg

Force 
Base 
buildup leveled off some years ago.

Sole protection

German-born 
renegade 
Soviet 
spy 
Heinz Felfe has been exchanged back to 
the Russian KGB secret service. Here is 
the dynamite — and the delicate problem 
— in a double agent. 
The unrevealed effect on our national 
security is enormous. 
In the case of Felfe, who always looked 
as if he had spent a previous life as a 
wolf, he was a double agent working for 
the KGB inside the West German Fed­ 
eral Intelligence Service, the BND. 
At the end of the war Felfe, a profes­ 
sional 
Nazi, 
was 
chief 
of 
the Gesta­ 
po 
headquarters 
in 
Salzburg, 
Austria. 
The Russians recruit­ 
ed 
all 
the 
Gestapo 
people 
they 
could 
round up and put them 
into 
the 
East 
Ger­ 
man 
Staatssich- 
erheitdiest (STB) sec­ 
ret 
police. Then, in 
the guise of defectors, 
they gradually 
infil­ 
trated them into 
the 
Bonn BND. 
Felfe operated for Moscow inside the 
BND for 11 years before he was appre­ 
hended in 1963. He delivered the KGB 
more than 15,000 Western Allied intel­ 
ligence photographs and 300 rolls of 
secret 
film and betrayed 95 American 
and other undercover operatives to his 
Red chiefs. 
This is the crux of the problem. A 
knowledgeable defector is useful for 
the information he can supply. Merely 
to accept him for it is easy. But when 
he has told all he knows his usefulness 
ends. The much more valuable prize is 
to persuade a defector not to defect. 
This is always hard and often impos­ 
sible, because defection is his planned 
desire. But a man you can persuade to 
return to where he was or serve else­ 
where by being infiltrated is incompara­ 
bly the most valuable 
espionage tool: 
the double agent. 
Many furtive volunteers are a loath­ 
some lot, although some are productive. 
An informer and his useful information 
are two separate things. You do not 
have to stroke the bee to get the honey. 
But if he is a plant by the enemy? 
That is an excruciating decision but it 
cannot be ducked if an effective network 
is to be built and sustained. The STB 
made the wrong decision in accepting 
Heinz Felfe, of course, but the highest 
palm in espionage goes to the manager 
willing to make that vital decision and 
his ability to make it right. This re­ 
quires a rare, 
intuitive 
sense — and 
real courage. 
There are established techniques in 
such screenings to guard against the 
double-agent danger for a penetrating 
U.S. intelligence service is not just a 
bad one, it can be an appalling liability. 
Instead of an indispensable eye, it can 
become a dangerously credulous ear 
and a deceiving voice destroying its own 
purpose of our national security. 
TTie first rule in interrogating a de­ 
fector is to realize that gathering the 
testing information is like making cream 
cheese from sour milk. If you squeeze 
the muslin bag to force it — it’s ruined. 
Good interrogators collect their testing 
information drip by drip. British w riter 
Len Deighton wisely makes this point. 
Also the good interrogator must, hyp­ 
notically, 
return again and again to any 
tiny crack in the smooth surface of the 
defector’s story. An agent planted in the 
guise of a defector always and only 
tells lies that contain a great deal of 
truth in them and will follow up any de­ 
bating advantage. 
Patience, patience, patience is the key 
to KGB covert programming. It relies 
heavily on the “ sleeper” method. Soviet 
espionage managers think nothing of ob­ 
taining a recruit, training him complete­ 
ly or “ making him over” into a citizen 
of another country, and then not utiliz­ 
ing him actively for perhaps eight or 
10 years. 
The KGB’s two largest agent-training 
centers are at Kutchlnsk, outside Mos­ 
cow, and Barkova, 40 kilometers from 
the city. It slips espionage trainees 
from these into countries abroad first 
for a year or more to familiarize them­ 
selves with the target country. Then 
they are brought back to Kutchinsk or 
Barkova. After another seven or eight 
years — fully that long — the trainees 


are sent back to that country with a com­ 
plete set of false documents as nationals 
of the country, skilled enough to obtain 
good positions in government, science, 
defense, the communications 
indus­ 
tries and media, etc. The Soviet’s con-

stant, patient, long-term planting of this 
seed is its reservoir strength.

Hope on horizon 


A major move at the state level to aid 
local school districts over the current 
financial crisis will probably have lit­ 
tle affect on the fortunes of Lompoc 
Unified School District. 
Last week accord­ 
ing to United P ress 
International, legis­ 
lators in Sacramen­ 
to were pushing a bill 
that would set defin­ 
ite 
ratios of admin­ 
istrators to teachers 
in the state’s school 
districts. 
“ Educa­ 
tion takes place in the 
classroom ,” 
said 
Assemblyman Leo J. 
Ryan, D-Burlingame. “Vast numbers of 
adm inistrators shuffling papers from of­ 
fice to office cannot take the place of 
good classroom instruction ” 
Ryan, chairman of a joint legislative 
committee on teacher licensing and pub­ 
lic school employment, made public a 
report on a study of the number of ad­ 
m inistrators in the schools of the state - 
and what they do. 
“This report proves what has lom 
been common 
knowledge to thoughtful 
people,” he said. “ Pupil achievement, 
pupil progress, pupil gain do not cor­ 
relate with a high number of admin­ 
istrato rs.” 
The report was made public to aid 
passage of the bill introduced by Ryan 
earlier this year. 
Under the bill the ratio of adminis­ 
trators per 100 Hassroom teachers 
would be set at 9 for elementary school 
districts, 10 in unified school districts 
and 11 for high school districts and 
junior college districts. 
If it passes, the bill would mean 8,- 
597 fewer adm inistrators for a potentiaJ 
savings in salary of $111.5 million. 
Ryan’s report shows there are now 25,- 
112 adm inistrators in the school's of 
the state — 4,965 in elementary schools, 
2,340 in high schools, 996 in junior col­ 
leges, 7,810 in unified school districts, 
490 in high school - junior college com­ 
bination districts, 1,041 in elementary - 
high school combination districts and 7,- 
470 in other unified distric ts. 
Ryan’s bill was regarded as an impor­ 
tant step in the light of Gov. Reagan’s 
admonition that there will be no new 
funds for education. 
It was unclear, 
however, exactly what Ryan means by ad­ 


m inistrators. 
Communications 
from 
Sacramento 
speak of the ratio of adm inistrators to 
teachers and at the same time the phrase 
“non-teaching certified personnel.” The 
latter phrase would presumably include 
counselors, librarians, school nurses 
and other non-teaching, but certified 
personnel. 
Lompoc has a current teacher force of 
about 568 classroom teachers, and about 
31 adm inistrators including principals 
but not the counselors or other certifi­ 
cated personnel. 
Using the strict meaning for adminis­ 
trator, Lompoc would be eligible for 56 
adm inistrators. With that limited defini­ 
tion, the local district would be about 
15 short of the allowable. 
Under the more comprehensive defini­ 
tion the district would still fall with­ 
in the stipulations of the provisions — 
hence no savings in Lompoc. 


Any way you look at it Ryan’s bill 
would not mean any savings, depending 
of course on how the bill would distri­ 
bute the money $111.5 million. Some 
have interpreted the bill as merely 
eliminating some of the excess adminis­ 
trators and hence saving a particular 
district some money — more or less 
depending on how many adm inistrators 
got the ax. 
Ryan’s bill is an imi)ortant one, ob­ 
viously, but the concernedtaxpayer won’t 
be misled into thinking it is the kind of 
tax relief that is so desperately need­ 
ed. For example it represents merely 
an economy instead of the major re­ 
alignment of school finance source which 
is needed. 
The money is still coming from the 
property tax. 
E arlier in the year, Gov. Reagan pub­ 
lished a major education policy paper 
setting forth the new concepts for fin­ 
ancing and for the handling of complex 
problems by team s of experts. Little of 
all this has materialized. 
There are several bills now nearing 
Gov. Reagan’s signature, which do prom­ 
ise to help the local district, but until 
they do become a reality the local dis­ 
trict for one will face an acute short­ 
age 
of money. It should be noted that 
economy is important and should be work­ 
ed out, but Lompoc needs hundreds of 
thousands of dollars more than it has at 
present.
